chaos ag before, because the new selectmen too, bowed 
to this type of pressure. In one notable instance, the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, and the Town Man- 
ager were seen shoveling sand, at three o'clock in the 
morning, on the highways. They meant well, there is 
no doubt of that, but they were certainly bowing low, 
to pressure! 

‘Ali of which leads up to our comment. 

Iu the month of August, for the first time in the 
town’s recent history, there was no “giving way” to such 
pressure, A schedule was laid out, for the Highway De- 
partment, by the newly appointed ‘Town Engineer, and 
the Highway Department adhered to that schedule. No 
dropping of one job, to scurry off to another! If a citi 
zen called the Town Hall, to complain about a street, it 
was noted, Dut.on a list, and scheduled for such time 
as when the Highway Depaftment would be, working in 
that particular area. 

All of which should result in ‘a greater efficiency, 
our Highway Department.

ection of Wilmington which might be 
described ag the “lost colony’. It consists of five families 
in the northeastern corner of town, who live on roads 
that go only to North Reading. They have no dijoct 
access to Wilmington. 

Because there is no direct connection the Wilm- 
ington School Department has been faced, through the 
years, with peculiar problems concerning this district. 
Buses, to go there for the children, would cost too much, 
so taxis have been hired instead, and, although this 
might be called a savings, it was, something that stuck 
out Ike a sore thumb. Quite a few thousands of dollars 
were‘spent, in taxi-hire, to ‘bring these children throagh 
North Reading, to the Wilmington schools, 

Because there has been no connection, too, there are 
several other features which have cost the town money. 
Every now and then the Fire Department would be called 
to this place, because of brush fires, and it was generally 
an expensive procedure. The Wilmington merchants 
too, had a total loss, as far as these people were con- 
cerned. 

‘There is a road of sorts, that leads up to this are 
from Andover Road. It is a so-called “County” roa 
and is nothing more than a woodlands trail, full of 
pin turns. It is, we should judge, about a mile long. 
+ The shortest route that could be made would be one 
directly west, from the colony, to Andover Road, 
arriving somewhere near the home of Tom Daly, on 
Aspover Road, Such a route would be about half a mile 
long.
